This morning 1111 unknown mini warn- 


ed the cabmen of this city, generally 
not to drive any of the generals. 


General Von Liurliarski was driving 


in a carriage from the commandant's of- 
fice to his residence. 
As the general's 


driver slackened speed at a place where 
the street wus torn up for paving, an 
unknown young man h'red' four shots ut 
Von Liarliiii-ski through the top of the 
carriage, one of the bullets entering the 
general's breast under the heart. Tho 
voaehnian whipped up his • horses 
nnd 


drove at full speed to the hospital where 
the general died almost immediately. 


Von Liurliurski hud only recently been 


appointed acting military governor of 
thia city.

6,428 COUNTS RETURNED 


Ten Indictments Found Against 


the Standard Oil.

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—The first and sec 


ond federal grand jury today returned 
ten indictment's against the Standard Oil 
company, before Judge Bethea in 
the 


United States circuit court. The indict- 
ments which contain 6,428 counts are all 
in connection with the granting of re- 
biitos. Xo railroad was mentioned in the 
indictments returned todny. 


Each of the 6,428 counts in the ten in- 


dictments covers an alleged offense and 
is based on a tank car shipment of pe- 
troleum products from the refineries at 
Whiting, Ind. According to n, statement 
issued, after the indictments had been 
returned, from the office of the United 
States district iittorney, these shipments 
were carried by the following roads: Cbi- 
Ciigo, Burlington and. Qniocy, Chicago & 
Alton, Chicago & Eastern Illinois, Evans- 
ville nnd Torre Haute, Illinois Central, 
Southern, nnd Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern.

the drafts had taken nearly all the re- 
maining able-bodied men: As a result 
the government was taking men -who; had.

He fell in with 
Company.-F, but when the mustering of- 
ficer came -along the boy was spotted as 
under 'age, and though he protested that 
he was 18, he was thrown out. 


" THE RUSE WORKED.

pbS/hized' with the boy and gave him the 
tip/to' take his place Tn the'ranks of "a 
company which had .not yet been muster-' 
eS: JJe did so,.chqbsing a place, between 
'twq weazened..littie^ecruits who had.a 
prlafusian .of whispers but. both ..of. whom 
were 'under five feet.in' height. With -his 
five, feet three inches, young.-Judge tow- 
ered up over them like-a giant, itnd'when 
the. mustering'officer, came upon him 
ngain he rcmarkVd:'.;'Looks as if you'd 
grown some since I saw you. Guess you 
want to go pretty bad"—and passed him. 


RENDERED VALUABLE AID. 


Judge returned to his original com- 


pany and was sent to Memphis, where 
the regiment wn,> doing guard duty. On 
account of-his. youthful appeal :uice he 
was frequently sent out beyond the pick- 
et lines to gather, information in the 
country, which was swarming with con- 
federates both in predatory bunds and- 
ns individuals home on furlough. Though 
fie wore the army blue, he was always 
taken for a -non-combatant,, and though 
his mission was perilous, he never got 
nto trouble. 
Through his work mnny 


raids were made out of the;city to places 
\vhei-e confederates were rendezvoused 
nnd tiie bands were broken up or cap- 
;ured. 
. The only time Mr, Judge was actually 
under fire was when Forrest's cavalry 
raided Memphis, arid there wits a sharp 
skirmish before he was repulsed. 


Thirty-two days after his enlistment 


period had expired. Judge was mustered 
»ut Sept. 22, 1864, at Milwaukee", having, 
served 132 days. In addition to his dis 
charge he received later a formal docu- 
nen* in the shape of "The President's 
I'hnnks and Certificate of Honorable Ser-

STORE COAL UNDER WATER. 


• The successful storage of coal under 
salt water in England to prevent the 
decomposition often noticed in open air, 
has been demonstrated. The adoption of 
a similar plan by the Western Electric 
Company is recorded in Engineering 
News, which notes that this company is 
building two storage tanks of 4,000 and 
1,000 tons capacity in which the reserve 
supply of coal will be stored under wat 
or. 


The principal purpose is to protect the 


coal from deterioration, but it also has 
tho advantage of preventing the possi 
bility of spontaneous combustion or ac- 
cidental ignition of the coal, which are 
serious elements of danger in coal in 
large quantities. The system of storing 
coal under water has so far been advo- 
cated mainly for storing at naval sta- 
tion? and the British admiralty has had 
a series of experiments in progress at 
Portsmouth for three years.

New Curo for Colds.—Consul General 


Guenther of Frankfort, Germany, reports 
a new cure for cold. It consists of a mix- 
ture of cocaine, pnrnncphinc, and water, 
applied on cotton to the nose. It arrests 
secretions, nnd cures the cold, usually, 
by several applications. 
Inasmuch as 


colds can lead to dangerous diseases, it 
Js wise to prevent its protraction. In the 
case of .children, fir. Vohscn advises 
mothers to cut n small rubber tube ob- 
liquely and to insert the sharpened end 
into the nose, then by means of a rubber 
ball blow air into the tube. Thus the 
secretions in one *idc may be blown out 
through the other side. This eases the 
children and allows them to breathe free- 
ly. One can see at a glance how valu- 
able such knowledge is. it can be usod 
in all kinds of cases affecting the nose 
and throat. 


Care for Umbrella.—When coming in 


out of the rain let the umbrella down 
and stand it on its handle that it may 
dry in this position, as the water will 
thus drip from the frame and the covet 
dry uniformly. 
If placed with the han- 


dle upward, as is too often the case, the 
water runs to the top of the umbrella 
and the moisture is retained in the lining 
underneath the ring, causing the silk or 
other fabric to become tender and soon 
rot,

These'will not 
Plain'the fairest gown, even when sub- 
jected to repeated laundcrings.

color or japanned. These, also, are anti- 
rust. Dressmakers and tailors dislike to 
use them, because they arc hard to sew 
on, having to be secured in di ITcrent 
places; but once on they are linn nnd 
have the merit of not staining the gown,

MISSILE EXPLODED 


BY STBIKING WALL 


•Reds" Drove up to Villa on Island 
in Coach Wearing Gendarmes Uni- 


forms-intended Victim Be- 


yond Reacli in Office. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 23,—Four 


revolutionists arrived at 11. Stolypin's 


villa on Aptckarskj' island at 3:20 p. m., 
today in a coach. Two of them were 
dressed 'in the uniforms of gendarmes, 
the third was dressed as a driver nnd was 
on the'.box of the coach, and the fourth 
man was in private clothes. 


• Two'of'the men entered the villa un- 
der 'the 'pretext of making an important 
report :'t'o-the premier, but they were not 
permitted, to enter his office. One of the 
nidi .threw a bomb into the reception 
room and a- terrific,explosion followed. 
The house was nearly destroyed and the 
man-who threw the bomb was killed, but 
the premier, who was in his office was 
uninjured. His daughter is said to have 
had both her legs broken and the prem- 
ier's 3 year old son was severely wound- 
ed. 


THE DEAD AND DYING. 


Firemen who arrived on the scene im- 


mediately after the explosion found a 
horrible scene. Jinny mutilated corpses 
and a large number of wounded nnd lac- 
erated, persons were lying around the 
spot whore the bomb exploded. Among 
those killed was Gen. Zameatin who dur- 
ing the --war. with Japan was chief of 
communication. 
About 
fifty 
persons 


were killed or wounded. The two revolu- 
tionists who remained in the coach were 
severely wounded by the explosion of the 
bomb.

Its skull, face and 
eBCS'«». exactly *Hke thaee of tho gor- 
illa. The specimen that was killed was 
not*« than seven and one-half feet 
In 'height, imi'Hs -body in a sitting pou- 
Oon wsa as Mgh. s**an ordinary 'Pahuin 
natrMk.oIt-waaVldUedinear.UeeBu. the 
obief station. on tbe Hirer- Sanga, and 
waateaa,-a(-'tkrM aufcnals living in tb« 
naifhbortnf 'lor^t. whtoh had become 
known by'thelr'teTge footprints on the 
ground.-,' 


Tba,an!mal wM'Slmoit bare upon the 


breasfnnd etoinacli, but'ita shoulder* 
and thigta- were covered with thick, long 
hair. It was \about three feet and a 
half in breodtnj-«oros» tbe shoulders, it 
weighed neariy' 800 pounds, and eight 
porters were required to bring it to tho 
station.
